thing ſhort of abſolute Nakedneſs. It was alſo an 

infinite Pleaſure to them, to plunge nts cold 
Water; and many of theſe who were not well 
attended did ſo, running to the Wells to quench 

their inſatiable Thirſt; not that it ſignified 
wheiher they drunk much or little. A great 
Uneaſineſs and Reſtleſneſs attended them, to- 

gether with a continual Watching. While 

the Diſtemper was advancing to the Height, 

the Body did not fall away, but reſiſted the 
Vehemency of it b:yond Expectation; ſo that 
many of them died the 7th or gth Day of the 
inward Burning, ſome Strength ſtill remaining.

Nor indeed was it 
any of thoſe Diſeaſes that are bred amongft 
vs, as appeared very plainly from this Circum- 
ſtance, for the Birds and Beaſts that feed on 
human Fleſh, tho' many Carcaſſes laid abroad 
unburied, either came not to them, or taſting 
died. Some died for want of Attendance, and 
fore with all imaginable Care. Nor was 
there any certain Remedy to help- them, for 
what did good to one, did Bar to another. 
Nor was there any Difirence as to the Strength 
and Weakneſs of Bodies to refiſt it; it ſwept 
away all, what Care or Method ſoever was - 
taken. The terribleſt Circumſtance of all 
was, the Dejection of Mind in theſe that found 
themſelves beginning to be ill, (for prowing 
immediately deſperate, they gave themſelves 
oyer much More, without making any Re-

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Plague that had not been quite extinguiſhed; A. M. 
broke out again at that Time, and continued 3574. 
above a Year, which being the 33d Year of WWW 

ippocrates's Age, and the Year of the Earth- 
quake and Comet mentioned by him, as well 
as his malignant Year, when he was at Thaſus, 
and the Year of the Plague which Soranus ſays 
began or came from the Iihrians, and ſpread 
ſouthward, as the other did from 8. E. to 
N. W. ſo that their Courſes were quite con- 
Itrary. But the Comet and Earthquake which 
Ariſtotle ſays happened in Winter, was in the 
87th Year of Hippocrates's Life, and the 370th 
or 373d before Chriſt. Clifton. FE 

In Thaſus this Year, in Harveſt, and about 
the Equinox, and under the Pleiades, the 
Rains were great, continual and ſoft, as 
when the Wind is ſoutherly, The Winter 
mild, with ſoutherly Winds, and very little 
northerly ; with theſe were greater Droughts 
than ordinary, ſo that in effect the whole 
Winter was like the Spring. The Spring was 
alſo affected with ſoutherly Winds, but yet 
was cold and a little wet.

died of this Plague. Even the Livers of Voung 
in utero were eaten up with this Vermine.

There were 
four Sorts of them (as of the Carbuncles and 
Anthraces) theſe like Flea- bites, like Lentils; 
others large round Spots here and there. Some | 
like the Meaſles, ſpread over all the whole Body.

As the Winter at the Cloſe of 1708, and Be- 


ginning of 1709, were the ſevereſt we have 
had ſince the great Froſt of 1684, and in man 
Things reſembled that which ended in 1739, 


and began in 1740, I ſhall here give a more 
particular Account of it, eſpecially as both be- 
gan on the ſame Day, and with the ſame

Here Dr. Winteringham beat to be a 
little more particular in the Weather, Thus 
far the ingenious and Reverend Mr. Say fa- 


voured me with a ſhort Abſtract of his 


Journal, which is the moſt particular J ever 
law; ſcarce any Thing eſcapes his Notice in 
the Air, Earth, or Water. But, though fo 
extenſive, yet being written in Characters of his 
own, I could not read it. He ſays, he began 
his Journal early in his Youth on ſome ſmall 
Occaſions; as to contradict ſome common, 
groundleſs, and ſuperſtitious Obſervations ; to 
compare one Year with another; to remark 
the Variety of Seaſons in this Iſland; and to 
obſerve that in moſt oppoſite Seaſons, (if not 
ſo to an Extremity) by the timely Intervention 
of Showers in the drieſt Springs, or Heat and 
Sunſhine before and during the Harveſt, after 
cold, wet Summers, we uſually have the ſame 
Quantity of Graſs and Corn, as in other Years; 
and even in a Series of Years, in ſome one of 
which we have had double or treble the 
Quantity of Rain that fell in other Years. Nor 
did he obſerve the State of Health in human 
Bodies ſo much affected with theſe Changes as 
might Have been expected, But as Obſerva- 
tions 
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tions of this Kind were not his chief Deſign in 
Keeping a Journal, he was not ſo exact in it, 


except when very remarkable; and theſe more 
conſpicuous he iranſcribed for me out of his 
50 Years Journal ; but finding them ſwell un- 
der his Hand, far beyond the Bounds of a 
Miſſiwe, fo I never had it. 
Loſs to account for the Cauſes to which we 
ſhould aſſign the great Sicklineſs of ſome

And upon a curſory 
View, he found that 1704, 1706, 1714, 1725, 


1732, 1733, and 1734, theſe Diſorders were 


more frequent, and came after exceflive Heat 
and Drought, after a like Exceſs of Wet ; 


eſpecially if theſe hot and dry Seaſons came 


to be exchanged for dry and cold, or if the 
Diſtemper came not from Fevers, or ſome 
Difficulty in the Perſons Circumſtances, or 
Diſappointment in their Expectations. Ano- 
ther moſt uſeful Thing he has remarked from

Journals of 60 Years (which future Obſerva- 
tions muſt confirm or diſprove) that if the 


Mercury in the Barometer, during the whole 
Month of January, keep at, or above 30 
Inches, tis a Sign that next Spring com- 
mences a Set of dry Years. The fame I find 
confirmed from my Journal for 30 Years paſt. 
If this hold, 'tis one of the greateſt and beſt 
Diſcoveries made by Weather Glaſſes; it far 
exceeds that made by an aged obſervant Per- 
| ſon, that for as many dry Days as were in 


February, as many rainy Days ſhould happen 


in Corn Harveſt, which then moſtly falls in 
September and October; but this holds not al- 
ways in my Journal, though it does twice or 
thrice in four Years, which may be found on 
further Tryal. Theſe Things however ſuggeſt 
to me, that greater Diſcoveries may yet be
